5. Claims 21-24 and 27-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant is advised that the amendment to calim 21 referring to a bottle 
assembly is confusing because there isn't any bottle assembly in claim 1 . 

6. Claims 24 and 32 each recites the limitation "the one way valve" in lines 2 and 3. 



There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. 
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It isn't clear what the relationship of the annular outer wall of f calim 27 is to the 
outer wall of claim 26. Applicant has not properly related the structures. 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-5,7-12,15,16,21-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wellmann DE '198, cited by applicant. 

Wellmann teaches a bottle 1 , closure 3,8, vent device 7, one-way valve 17, vent 
path 10 gap defined between the skirt 3a of the closure and neck of the bottle, 
threads 2b,3c and vent projection 12. 

9. Claims 1-3,14-16, 21 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Madsen '581 . 

Note the aperture at 31 and one way valve 32. 

1 0. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . Claim 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Brown et al '071 

1 2. To have provided the vent device with a plurality of vent inlets with a single valve 
would have been obvious in view of Brown et al at 618. 
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1 3. Claims 1-5, 7, 1 1 -1 3, 1 6 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gits '755 in view of LaJoie et al '205. 

Note the vent at 14 in the necl^ of the bottle of Gits. To have provided a one-way valve to prevent leakage 
would have been obvious in view of the integral vent with a valve taught by LaJoie. 

14. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 5 above, and further in view of Yager '646. 

To have provided the threaded connection as a discontinuous thread in the manner of Yager would have 
been obvious. 

15. Claims 1, 2, and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Atkins et al '570.. 

Note figures 1-3 of Atkins et al for example showing the fluid valve and vent opening and closing together.. 

1 6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other vent constructions.
